FOUND IN CHICAGO HOTEL. 


Minister Has Wife at Home; Blames 


Companion for Flight. 


The Rev. y H. Goodin of Pontiac, 
III., who to be a Baptist minister, 
was arrested yesterday in Chicago on a 


charge of abducting Anna Blanche Hdger- 


ton, 15 years old. The girl and Goodin left 
Pontiac last Saturday. They were found 
by central station detectives at the Mich- 
igan hotel, 186 Michigan street, where they 
represented tnemselves as husband and wife. 

Sherif? John W. Morse of Livingstone 
county took Goodin and the gifl back to 
Pontiac last night. The father of Miss 
Edgerton also was with them. 

Goodin is 41 years old. He has a wife at 
Pontiat to whom he was married several 
years ago. 

When confronted by the detectives in his 
apartment at the Michigan hotel he denied 
his identity, alleging that his name was 
Herbert De Mond. Sherif Morse, who has 
known Goodin more than a year, was called 
into the room and identified him. 


Laye It All on the Woman. 

Goodin and the girl were taken to detective 
headquarters and questioned dy Capt. 
O'Brien. Both admitted their identity and 
expressed a willingness to return to Pontiac. 

It ie alleged by Goodin that he formerly 
was a- Roman Catholic priest, having been 
educated far the priesthood in Ireland. He 
admits that he was exc icated, but re- 
fuses to give the reason why he was expeélied 
from the church. 

„ em wrong in deserting my wife and 
runn away with the girl,” said Goodin, 
“but the harm ie done and I must face the 
muse. The girl is more to blame than me. 
Sheckept running after me and I was weak. 
I fell: s victim to her guile and fled with her. 
Thats all there is to it. Iam willing to suffer 
the consequences.” ° 

i Discredits Man's Story. 

The difference in the ages of Goodin and 
the girl leads Sheriff Morse to the belief 
that it was he who exerted the influence. 

„Ses only a slip of a girl,” said. the 
Sheriff, and I don’t believe Goodin’s story. 
He's a tur to make such a statement.“ 

Goodin says he has been pastor.of Baptist 
thurches within the last year at Graymont 
and Ocoya, III. The latter town is a few 
milee from Pontiac, and it wae there he held 
his last pastorate. 

The girl's father, Frank Edgerton, is a 
machinist and conducts a repair shop et 
Pontiac. About a year ago Goodin brought a 
bicycle to the shop to be repaired, and met 
the daughter whom he is charged with ab- 
ducting. 

Last September Edgerton took a thrash- 
ing machine and @ gang of men with him to 
South Dakota, where he remained two 
months. His wife is dead, and the six chil- 
dren, Of whom Anna Blanche is the oldest, 
were left in the care of Goodin). 

Last.Sunday Goodin came to Chicago, tell- 
ing his wife his mission here was to arrange 
for à lecture tour. e 

On Sunday Edgerton found the following 
note written by his daughter: 

Dear Fatber: I can’t stand the work any longer 
and write to let you know I was not kidnaped. 
Tell Afbert I did not leave because he came. I 
want to go anyway. YOUR DAUGHTER. 


Pontiac Police Investigate. 

Edgerton consulted with the Pontiac po- 
lice, and after an investigation it was sus- 
pected that the girl might have left town 
ith Goodin. The girl's father and the wife 
of the minister were loath to believe that the 
couple had eloped, but the conductor of the 
train that brought them to Chicago put all 
doubts at rest. 

Edgerton swore out a warrant for the ar- 
rest of the preacher, and Sheriff Morse ar- 
rived here yesterday morning in eearch of 
the couple. Anticipating that Goodin would 
visit the postoffice in quest of a letter from 
his wife, Detectives Duggan and O’Hara 
went there accompanied by Sheriff Morse. 
At 30’clock in the afternoon Goodin stepped 
up to the delivery. window and in- 
quired for mail. He was followed from the 

office by the detectives to the hotel in 
Michigan street. The girl was taken to the 
Harrison street annex after having made a 
statement to Capt. O’Brien. 

„ did not induce Mr. Goodin to run away 
and leave his wife,“ said he. He had 
been coaxing me to run away ever since my 
father went to South Dakota.

dean of Chicago saloonkeepers, and Jim 
O’Leary, saloon man and bookmaker of the 
stockyards. 

It was at the First ward ball early Tuesday 
morning that O'Malley wagered $1,000 with 
O’Leary that by midnight next Tuesday he 
will be “at home in Ballyagran, County 
Limerick, Ireland, drinking a bottle of wine 


with his aged parents. 


The first stage of the race began when 
O'Malley hurried from the Coliseum in 3 
cab, caught a fast train to New York at 3 
o'clock, and arrived there in time to board 
the Lusitania on Wednesday morning a 
half hour before sailing time. 

New Wagers Made. 


Numerous wagers were recorded in the 
saloons and cafés throughout Chicago last 
night upon the results of the race. Such 
was the interest in the wager that Tun 
TRIBUNE, assisted by experts from Cook's 
and the Cunard offices, -investigated the 
* ibilities.”

the elements of a good sporting bet and that 
the result rests largely with “ Providence 
and the perils of the high seas.”

The Lusitania on its last eastward trip 
left New York on Nov. 26, was delayed by 
fog outside the harbor, but arrived at 
Queenstown on Dec. 1, at the close of the 
fifth day of the voyage. 

s uncertainty of the wager lies in the 
schedule of the Lusitania. If there is a 
heavy fog off Queenstown harbor when the 
Lusitania arrives on thé eastward trip it is 
the custom not to enter the Irish port but 
to continue on to-Liverpooh Herein lies’ 
the sporting chance. 

Should tbe Vouth Irish coasts be enveloped 
in fog next Monday the liner will not enter 
the harbor and O'Malley will lose the wager, 
unless he can arrange by wireless for a tug’ 
to find the liner in the fog and take him off, 
which is improbable.

NAB THREE CHINESE IN CAR; 
SEE VAST SMUGGLING PLOT. 


Immigration Officials Make Arrests 
After Fight and Take Steps to Break 
Up American-Canadian Conspiracy. 


The first definite steps were taken yester- 
day to expose a vast conspiracy to smugele 
Chinamen into the United States, when three 
orlentals were dragged from a box car in the 
Grand Trunk yards. The men were about 
to be turned loose by confederates after a 
trip from Windsor, Canada, when immigra- 
tion officials appeared. 

Special Chinese Inspector L. T. Plummer, 
after a day’s investigation, declared last 
digit that he knew the identity of two of the 
four men who were interrupted in their work 
of releasing the Chinamen from the sealed 
car, and who escaped only after a revolver 
battle with detectives, wounding one of the 
detectives in the fight 

Later in the day, United States Commis- 
sioner Foote held the three Chinamen in 
ponds of $1,500 each and set the cake for 
hearing Dec. 24. 

In speaking of the case Inspector Plummer

“I think with these arrests we have a 
clew as to the Canadian-American organiza- 
tion which I believe has for several years 
carried on tiis smuggling.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 17—The 
today listened to the reading of a message 
from the president recommending à change 
in the form of government of the District of 
Columbia by which a single executive head 
would take the place of the board of three 
commissioners who now jointly act as a gov- 
er ning doard. The message, in part, says: 

The rapid increase of population in the 
national capital within recent years has 
greatly altered social conditions, necessi- 
“ating changes in the machinery of its ad- 
ministration. Greater efficiency and a better 
provision for the protection of both the in- 
dustrial and dependent classes are required. 
I have had @ special report made to me on 
the affaires of the District of Columbia. I 
cordially approve the recommendations. 

A single executive head would increase 
efficiéncy, determine responsibility, and elim- 
inate delays and uncertainties inevitable 
under the present system. ‘Municipal depart- 
ments headed by commissioners to be ap- 
pointed by the governor would yield the 
same advantage. 

“I especially urge that the proposed de- 
partment of housing and labor be established. 
An equally important public responsibility 
is the protection of the independent indus- 
trial class, whose members often have been 
led to misfortune and even crime through 
agencies licensed by the state but defectively 
and inadequately supervised. Notable among 
these are pawnshops, loan and industria!

THE LAW’S DELAYS. 

Now and then a story is printed of some 
personal injury suit against a corporation 
which has been in the courts for an un- 
pardonable length of time with no pros- 
pect of àu early decision. Sometimes it 
is @ corporation which is the victim of 
the law’s delays, but its sufferings do not 
evoke so much sympathy as those of au 
individual. 

Property of the Pennsylvania railroad 
and of several other corporations was de- 
stroyed by mobs durmg the Debs riots 
of 1894. None of them has recovered the 
damages for which the law makes the 
city Hable. The suit brought by one of 
them has only just reached the state Su- 
preme court. It will undoubtedly give 
judgment against the city some time next 
year. It has upheld the law under which 
the suit is brought in another suit 
brought to recover damages for property 
destroyed five years ago. 

The law department of the municipality 
alleges that the act making the city re- 
sponsible for three-fourths of the damage 
done by rioters is unconstitutional. It 
intends to appeal from ‘the state to the 
federal Supreme court. Therefore, it will 
take two or three years more to find out 
whether the city shall pay about $600,000 
to sufferers from the Debs riots or they 
shall stand the entire loss—due almost 
entirely to the failure of the municipal] 
authorities to perform their duty. 

The principle of the law is sound. A 
municipality, whether it be Chicago or 
Springfield, should be mulcted when it al- 
lows a mob to destroy property. But 
putting on one side the question of the 
validity of the law, what can be said in 
favor of the administration of justice in 
Inmois when a suit brought to recover 
for damages suffered in 1854 does not 
get to the Supreme court until the end of 
1908?

The poor blind man whose sightless 
eyes draw many an offering from mis- 
guided charity may have money in the 
bank and a rent rol] in addition. The 
clever actor who grabs at a crust of bread 
and gives an imitation of wolfish hunger 
may be the worst sort of a sham. T 
seekers after holiday coin gre all known 
by the different institutions for organized 
charity. Gifts to them are wasted. The 
only safe way to give for charity is 
through those who know actual condi- 
tions. The bureau of charities has infor- 
mation on file about over 1,400 individ- 
uals and organizations which make ap- 
peal for public aid, Its “cautionary 
list ought to be in the hands of every 
one who wants to be really helpful to the 


deserving.

Lord Petre’s death must be a great relief 
to his family. Fifteenth holder of this an- 
cient peerage, which was created by James 
I. a few weeks after his coming to the 
throne, the late lord served time in an Eng- 
lish pReon for a series of cruel and petty 
frauds, and afterwards spent a number of 
years in this country under an assumed 
name. So anxious was his elder brother to 
prevent the family honors and estates from 
passing into such unworthy hands that he 
married about ten years ago a daughter of 
a professor of Trinity college, Toronto, But 
his object was not attained, for the only 
issue of this union is a little girl, now about 
8 years of age. ö

small annuity, on the condition that he 
waived his claim to the entailed estates.” 
The fifteenth Lord Petre, who has just died 
in a London sium, never enjoyed possession 
of the estates, which, including Thorndon 
hall and Ingatestone, now pass to his son. 
For the late Lord Petre was married to a 
daughter of George Cavendish Taylor of 
New York, who, hoWever, was compelled 
by his behavior to separate from him, and it 
is the only son of this marriage, Lionel, a 
boy of 19, who now becomes sixteenth Lord 
Petre. 

Both Thorndon hall and Ingatestone have 
been in the possession of the Petres since 
the days of the reformation. They formerly 
belonged to the church, but were confiscated 
by Henry VIII., and by him bestowed upon 
his secretary of state, Sir William Petre. 
The latter, however, would not accept them 
until his possession was confirmed by a 
papal bull, @ precaution which not only

For the latter owns 
large eatates in Somersetshire, including 
Crowcombe ‘court, near Taunton, which 
came to her through the tragie death of her 
brother, George Carew, who was found 
mystertousiy shot in the park on the eve of 
his marriage in 1866. 

The Trollope family is mainly known on 
this side of the Atlantic through the novel- 
ist, Anthony Trollope, who stands to this 
day unrivaled as a portrayer of the English 
middle classes, and especially of life in the 
‘provincial towns. He was a great-grandson 
of Sir Thomas Trollope, the fourth baronet 
of the Uns, and all the early part of bis life 
was and imbittered by iliness and 
straitened circumstances and by the hu- 
millations and disappointments connected 
with the latter. In view of the wealth of the 
head of the house it may be said in excuse 
that its members are numerous, and the 
novelist’s kinsman, Sir John Trollope, prob- 
ably thought that he had done quite enough 
for Anthony when he secured for him an 
appointment in the department of the post- 
master general in London.
